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Tributes to estate agent, 39, killed in freak accident

Colleagues and friends have paid 
tribute to the founder of a 
Kingston estate agents, who died 
in a freak jet skiing accident just 
two days into his honeymoon. 

Jeremy Hope, 39, who founded 
Saxon Kings estate agents, died 
hours after his jet ski collided 
with a friend’s off the coast of the 
Greek island of Santorini on 
Wednesday, September 17. 

He had married his long term 
girlfriend Sarah Greaves, 
31, on the island just two days 
previously. 

In a statement, Mr Hope’s col¬ 
leagues at Saxon Kings, based in 


Park Road, said: “It is with huge 
regret that Saxon Kings has to an¬ 
nounce that their founding part¬ 
ner, Jeremy Hope, has died 
suddenly. 

“The entire team al 
Saxon Kings have great¬ 
ly appreciated the many £ 
messages of support at 
this difficult time. 

“Saxon Kings values 
every client and are 
doing everything to en¬ 
sure that the business 
Jeremy did so much to build 
up will continue to offer the 
excellent service which it is so 
well known for in the area.” 

Saxon Kings was launched in 
2006 as an online estate agents, be¬ 
fore opening its first premises in 
2012.

I only bumped into them a few 
weeks ago, and they told me they 
were getting married. I said we 
should meet up after they got back 
from honeymoon.” 

According to reports, Mr Hope’s 
jet ski collided with his friend 
Peter Hudson’s. 

Mr Hope initially appeared un¬ 
hurt, and went back to sunbathe 
with his new wife. 

But he fell ill, and was being air¬ 
lifted to a hospital in Crete when 
he died in the helicopter. 

Mr Hudson, and jet ski rental 
owner Yannis Kostopoulos, were 
arrested on suspicion of negligent 
manslaughter. 

Both have since been released 
pending an investigation into the 
crash by Greek authorities.

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Cigarette leads to robber 


A bank robber who threat¬ 
ened staff with a knife has 
been jailed for three years. 

Zhoa Wan, 29, of Sigrist 
Square, off Canbury Park 
Road in Kingston, admit¬ 
ted forcing cashiers to 
hand over nearly £2,000 
cash at a bank in Houn¬ 
slow in February. 

He was sentenced at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Monday. 

Detective Constable 
Alex George, from the 


flying squad, said: “This 
was a frightening ordeal 
for the staff who were 
threatened with a knife for 
Wan’s financial gain. 

“Our investigation 
quickly identified Wan as 
the person responsible. 

“His prison sentence 
should be a warning: if 
you commit violent crime 
the consequences are 
severe.” 

Investigators found a 
CCTV image of Wan 


smoking a cigarette. They 
recovered the cigarette 
butt and found Wan’s 
DNA on it. Officers also 
used CCTV to find out 
where the robber had 
been living. 

Wan surrendered to po¬ 
lice at Hounslow on 
February 22,10 days after 
the robbery. 

He was given a five-year 
restraining order banning 
him from Barclays bank 
in High Street.

Man jailed for sexual 
assault on teen girl

A man has been jailed for sub¬ 
jecting a teenager to a terrifying 
and prolonged sexual assault, 
during which he threatened to 
kill her. 

Sherwan Amin, 20, of Coombes 
Road, Dagenham, attacked the 
girl in her home in New Malden 
last October. 

The ordeal lasted a total of 
three hours and 20 minutes, 
Kingston Crown Court heard on 
Tuesday. 

Prosecutor Oliver Renton told 
the court Amin held a knife to his 
victim’s throat and said: “I want 
you to suffer your whole life.” 

He also told her: “I’m going to 
kill you.” 

When his victim bit him in an 
attempt to escape, Amin bit back 
- injuring the teen’s arm and 
cheek. 

She said in a statement: “Be¬ 
cause of being attacked I feel un¬ 
guarded and will not let people 
close to me again. 

“I’m scared of this happening 
again. 

“He has ruined my confidence 
and trust in other people.” 

The teen’s A-level results fell by 
two or three grades in each

subject from what was expected, 
Mr Renton said. 

Defending, Christian Wasunna 
said Amin was on an “emotional 
rollercoaster” following the 
death of his grandmother, 
with whom he had a close 
relationship. 

He added: “He is extremely re¬ 
morseful about this. 

“He is a man of previous good 
character and he knows that he 
has lost that now. 

“He is determined to take steps 


to ensure he does not commit any 
offences like this again.” 

Amin returned to the victim’s 
home the following day. 

He smashed the front window 
and a TV with a hammer, and 
stole a laptop and a phone. 

Amin admitted two counts of 
sexual assault on the day of his 
trial last month, and pleaded 
guilty to burglary in January. 

Recorder Sarah Plaschkes QC 
sentenced him to a total of three 
years and 10 months in prison.

The chain withdrew plans 
for a supermarket on the site 
earlier this year, and now 
hopes to build about 700 
homes. 

Planners will hold public 
meetings next month for 
residents to air their 


Jon Collins, from architects 
Collado Collins, said: “We are 
developing proposals for a 
master plan that will create a 
sustainable and attractive 
place to live that will 
complement the existing 
neighbourhood. 

“This will include a mixture 


of houses and apartments 
with a small number of 
shops, cafes and community 
uses arranged around two 
public spaces.” 

Liberal Democrat Tolworth 
and Hook Rise Councillor 
Vicki Harris said: “That is 
probably larger than a small 



village so you might need 
some shops. 

“But on the other hand, the 
Broadway is only five min¬ 
utes away. Tesco is going to do 
what it wants to do. It needs to 
make money out of that site.” 

Conservative parliamen¬ 
tary candidate James Berry 
said: “Any plan to develop 
significant housing on the 
Toby Jug site must include 
plans for a school and a com¬ 
munity asset, such as a 
leisure centre, either on site 
or nearby. Tesco must look at 
the whole picture.” 

A spokesman for Tesco’s 
planning consultants Spen- 
hill said: “The former Gov¬ 
ernment offices in Tolworth 
is one of the largest sites 
available for development in 
Kingston. 

“As it is so well located next 
to a train station and close to 
Tolworth Broadway, it can 
and should make a vital con¬ 
tribution to meeting the royal 
borough’s growing housing 
need.”

Rose Theatre chief executive 
Robert O’Dowd has denied dis¬ 
graced former council leader 
Derek Osbourne enquired about 
working with the theatre upon 
his release from prison. 

But it has been revealed the ex- 
Liberal Democrat did write a let¬ 
ter from jail to the theatre’s 
chairman, in which he said he 
missed the Rose. 

Several sources have contacted 
the Kingston Guardian in recent 
weeks claiming that Osbourne 
wrote to theatre bosses express¬ 
ing an interest in working with 
the High Street venue once he 
had served his sentence. 

Originally, Mr O’Dowd claimed 
to his knowledge neither himself 
or any member of staff had been 
contacted by Osbourne, adding: 
“Derek’s only engagement with 
the Rose in the past was as a 
councillor. 

“He is no longer a councillor so 
he would have no reason to en¬ 
gage with the Rose any more than 
a member of the public would.” 

But when the claims emerged

again this month, Mr O’Dowd ad¬ 
mitted Osbourne had penned a 
letter to theatre chairman Antho¬ 
ny Simonds-Gooding in Febru¬ 
ary, in response to a letter Mr 
Simonds-Gooding wrote to Os¬ 
bourne in June 2013 following his 
arrest. 

Mr O’Dowd said the letter was 
sent to Mr Simonds-Gooding’s 
home address and did not express 
any wish to work with the Rose 
upon his release, although the 
convicted paedophile admits to 
missing the theatre. 

Asked why he did not mention 
the letter sent to Mr Simonds- 
Gooding before, Mr O’Dowd said: 


“I feel very strongly that this let¬ 
ter was not to the Rose nor any¬ 
thing to do with the Rose. 

“It was and is a personal matter 
and letter.” 

He added even if Osbourne had 
contacted him requesting to work 
with the theatre, he would not 
have passed his disclosure and 
barring service checks (formerly 
CRB). 

Mr Simonds-Gooding had not 
responded to the Kingston 
Guardian’s attempts to contact 
him at the time of going to 
press. 

Osbourne, 60, was sentenced to 
two years in prison for download¬ 
ing and distributing thousands of 
images of children, animals and 
women being violently and sexu¬ 
ally abused. 

He had been an active supporter 
of the Rose and its youth theatre, 
and had led the council’s at¬ 
tempts to restore its shattered 
child safeguarding reputation 
following 2012’s damning Ofsted 
report. 

New council leader Kevin Davis 
announced in May he would 
launch an inquiry into Os¬ 
bourne’s tenure, which is likely 
to investigate his involvement 
with the Rose.

Hard facts - 
hard truths 

In reply to Rosemary Adding¬ 
ton’s letter I give hard facts and 
hard truths (The people of Gaza 
live in an outdoor prison, 
September 4). 

Both Ms Addington and UN 
Secretary Ban Ki-Moon are Kafir, 
and being Kafir they cannot rep¬ 
resent any Muslim view*, be¬ 
cause “Kafir” means 
“unbeliever” in Arabic. Kafir was 
used by Arab slave-traders to de¬ 
scribe native blacks in east Africa 
and the word was adopted into 
the Dutch Afrikaans language as 
“Kaffir”, which means native. 

Furthermore, Muslim society is 
male-orientated and male-domi¬ 
nated, so Muslim women are infe¬ 
rior to and expected to obey male 
members of the family, particu¬ 
larly in public or in public mat¬ 
ters such as politics and voting, 
which is why the recent push in 
this country for postal voting 
(within the family home) is dis¬ 
turbing and anti-feminist. 

Regarding the Palestinian 
Arabs, after the 1967 war, Yasser 
Arafat’s PLO went out of its way 
to be as obnoxious as possible to 
its Arab Muslim neighbours by 
trying to destabilise Jordan, but 
Jordan pushed the PLO into 
Lebanon (Syria would not have 
the PLO), and then the PLO 
destabilised Lebanon and caused 
the civil war between Muslim 
Arabs and Christian Arabs, so 
that finally Arafat and the PLO 
were shipped to Gaddafi’s Islamic 
state of Libya. After some years, 
Arafat disavowed PLO terrorism 
and was allowed to live as a polit¬ 
ical leader in Ramallah in the 
West Bank. 

Unfortunately, my most endur¬ 
ing memory of Palestinian Arabs 
came immediately after the 9/11 
mass murder of several thousand 
civilians, when UK television 
news showed the mass demon¬ 
strations of public celebration 
and jubilation in the streets of 
Ramallah. 

Another memory comes from 
my only visit to Israel in 1968 as a 
young socialist non-Jew on a kib¬ 
butz (a collective farm) and 
picked apples for a month. 

On my last evening in Tel Aviv I 
went to the cinema and saw an 
armed guard casually sitting at 
the door, so I asked why? And I 
was told he was there to stop any¬ 
one from throwing a hand- 
grenade into the audience of the 
cinema. Need I say more? 

* Muslims eat with their right 
hand and use their left hand for 
the toilet. 

Kafir are usually Haram be¬ 
cause their eating habits (a) the 
eating of pork, and (b) the eating 
of food with the left hand, are 
both Haram (unclean, unlawful, 
forbidden by religion).

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Have a disaster 
plan at the ready 


When disaster strikes more women 
than men would grab the family 
photos before leaving the house. 

That's according to specialist 
insurer Ecclesiastical which advises 
householders to have a disaster 
plan ready to action and know 
which items to take from the home 
in the case of a fire or flood. 

The insurer asked more than 
2,300 people what items they 
would save from their homes. The 
study assumed that other family 
members and pets were safe. 

Most Women plumped for 
photographs (27 per cent) as their 
first priority while men chose 
important documents (24 per cent) 
followed by technology items such 
as laptops and phones (22 per 
cent). 

More than half of women 


questioned (51 per cent) thought 
that their partner definitely or 
probably did not know which of 
their possessions to save. 

Men had more confidence in their 
partners: for them the figure 
dropped to around a third (32 per 
cent). 

Clare Pardy, Ecclesiastical's fine 
art and heritage development 
director, said: "The notion of having 
to leave your home suddenly while 
trying to save what items you can is 
something everyone dreads. That's 
why it's sensible to spend a little 
time thinking about how you'd 
respond and what you'd try to save. 

"Our survey shows that women 
seem to think about this 
eventuality more than men and are 
better prepared."

Struggling to buy first home 


Only the wealthiest of the next 
generation will be able to buy a 
home if current trends continue, 
warns the National Housing 
Federation, as a new report 
shows first-time buyers now 
have to pay, in real terms, 10 
times the deposit needed in the 
early 1980s. 

Its report Broken Market, 
Broken Dreams reveals first¬ 
time buyers today have to earn 
more, borrow more, stump up a 
larger deposit and rely more on 
family wealth than even a 
generation ago. 

The report found: 

□ The average first-time buyer 
today needs a £30,000 deposit. 

□ First-time buyers have an 


average income of £36,500, 
compared to the average salary 
for first-time buyers in the 
1980s of £20,000 (adjusted to 
account for inflation). 

□ A first-time buyer has to 
borrow 3.4 times their annual 
income on average, compared to 
first time buyers in 1979 who 
needed to borrow just 1.7 times 
their income. 

□ Two thirds of first-time buyers 
receive financial help from 
parents - a figure that has 
doubled in five years. 

In separate polling by YouGov 
almost 80 per cent of people in 
England think it's harder to own 
a home now than it was for their 
parents' generation.

Landlords get online tax training 


Landlords are being offered online training 
in tax matters from HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC). 

The computer-based tutorials will make it 
easier for them to understand when and how to 
pay tax on property they have let out. 

The training pack is part of HMRC’s Let Property 
campaign, aimed at people renting out residential 
property who have not registered to pay tax, who 
have under-declared their earnings, or who have 
under-paid tax.
